As of today, the ratio between 
would-be adopters and adoptees is 
IO to I. Even during the depths 
of the depression in the early 
thirties, this ratio never dropped 
below 5 or 4 to L 
On the contrary, ever since the 
war years adoption seems to have 
become increasingly popular. While 
in 19 44 the total num ber of adop­ 
tive children was about 50,000 the 
bureau’s statisticians estim ate that 
in 19 48 some 75,000 children found 
foster homes. 
The truth is, however, that only 
25 per cent of adoption cases a^*e 
handled in a thoroughly satisfac­ 
tory manner. 
According to the Children’s Bu­ 
reau—which, incidentally, does not 
do any child-placing itself, but 
merely acts as a national clearing 
house in connection with the vari­ 
ous problems 'Bf adoption—three-

fourths of ail foster arrangem ents 
are handled in more or less hit- 
and-miss manner. 
As to the 25 per cent of chil­ 
dren placed in new homes by rec­ 
ognized child-placement agencies, 
each and every applicant couple is 
subjected 
to the most rigorous 
“screening” with regard to health, 
morals, income, standing in the 
community and the like. 
As a matter of fact, these agen­ 
cies are often accused of subject­ 
ing their clients to tests more rig­ 
orous than FBI loyalty investiga­ 
tions. 
However, there is little likelihood 
of any relaxation in requirements 
as long as the recognized agencies 
have the 
pick of IO homes for 
each available tot: they can well 
afford to be choosy. 
It is the other three-fourths of 
adoptions that cause headaches to 
the Children’s 
Bureau and social 
workers everywhere. For these 75 
per cent include the so-called “in­ 
dependent placements” (25 per cent 


of the total). These are haphazard 
adoptions 
negotiated 
mostly 
by 
doctors, lawyers, "friends” or just 
citizens “with connections," spe­ 
cializing in m atching child-seeking 
couples and available kiddies. It 
is in this group tha t “black m ar­ 
ket” babies are handled, often in­ 
volving transactions running into 
thousands of dollars. 
The remaining 50 per cent of 
child placements are referred to 
by the bureau as “step-parent” 
placements. These are cases where 
adoptive 
children 
have 
already 
found homes either with relatives 
or step-parents and where the act 
of adoption is merely a legaliza­ 
tion of the accomplished fact. 
To bring the 75 per cent “un­ 
supervised" placements under the 
watchful eye of the law is the 
legislative goal of the Children’s 
B ureau

To place a child showing prom­ 
ise of scholarship in a home that 
cannot offer the means for college 
training breeds only unhappiness 


and vice versa. Also, if all chil­ 
dren were handled by authorized 
agencies a much larger number 
would be available to serious, well­ 
equipped would-be adopter couples. 
As a m atter of fact, the present 
trend in child-placement legisla­ 
tion show's encouraging signs.

DEMAND FOR ADOPTIVE CHILDREN IS HIGH

Outlook for Would-Be Foster Parents Remains Gloomy

WASHINGTON—There is plen­ 
tiful 
indication t h a t would-be 
foster parents will find it increas­ 
ingly harder to obtain adoptive 
children in the future. 
According to Katharine F. Len­ 
root, chief of the United States 
Children’s Bureau in Washington, 
that trend is independent of what­ 
ever economic developments th* 
future holds in store. 
“According to some economists, 
we have ahead of us years of 
s t a b l e 
prosperity,” 
she 
says 
"Others predict a recession. Our 
forecast, based on statistics over 
severed decades, is that no m atter 
what the business trend might be, 
the demand for foster children will 
by far outrun the supply.” 
To strengthen this prognosis, 
the Children’s Bureau points to 
figures of impressive significance.

As of today, the ratio betw’een 
would-be adopters and adoptees is 
IO to L Even during the depths 
of the depression in the early 
thirties, this ratio never dropped 
below 5 or 4 to L 
On the contrary, ever since the 
war years adoption seems to have 
become increasingly popular. While 
in 1944 the total number of adop­ 
tive children was about 50,000 the 
bureau’s statisticians estimate that 
in 1948 some 75,000 children found 
foster homes. 
The truth is, however, that only 
25 per cent of adoption cases are 
handled in a thoroughly satisfac­ 
tory manner. 
According to the Oilldren’s Bu­ 
reau—which, incidentally, does not 
do any child-placing itself, but 
merely acts as a national clearing 
house in connection with the vari­ 
ous problems ’wf adoption—three-

fourths of all foster arrangements 
arc handled in more or less hit- 
and-miss manner. 
As to the 25 per cent of chil­ 
dren placed in new homes by rec­ 
ognized child-placement agencies, 
each and every applicant couple is 
subjected to the most rigorous 
“screening” with regard to health, 
morals, income, standing in the 
community and the like. 
As a matter of fact, these agen­ 
cies are often accused of subject­ 
ing their clients to tests more rig­ 
orous than FBI loyalty investiga­ 
tions. 
However, there is little likelihood 
of any relaxation in requirements 
as long as the recognized agencies 
have the pick of IO homes for 
each available tot: they can well 
afford to be choosy. 
It is the other three-fourths of 
adoptions that cause headaches to 
the Children’s Bureau and social 
workers everywhere. For these 75 
per cent include the so-called “in­ 
dol ‘-ndent placements” (25 per cent 


of the total). These are haphazard 
adoptions negotiated mostly by 
doctors, lawyers, “friends” or Just 
citizens “with connections,” spe­ 
cializing in matching child-seeking 
couples and available kiddies It 
is in this group that “black mar­ 
ket” babies are handled, often in­ 
volving transactions running Into 
thousands of dollars. 
The remaining SO per cent of 
child placements are referred to 
by the bureau aa “step-parent” 
placements. These are cases where 
adoptive 
children 
have 
already 
found homes either with relatives 
or step-parents and where the act 
of adoption is merely a legaliza­ 
tion of the accomplished fact. 
To bring the 75 per cent "un­ 
supervised” placements under the 
watchful eye of the law is the 
legislative goal of the Children's 
Bureau. 
“Free lancing doesn’t pay la 
adoption,” 
Miss 
Lenroot 
points 
out. 
Too often, 
n on-supervised 
placements have resulted in bust- 
ups since foster parents a n d 
adoptees were not p r o p e r l y 
matched. 
To place a child showing prom­ 
ise of scholarship in a home that 
cannot offer the means for college 
training breeds only unhappiness 


and vice verm. Also, lf all chil­ 
dren were handled by authorized 
agencies a much larger number 
would be available to serious, well­ 
equipped would-be adopter couples. 
As a m atter of fact, the present 
trend In child-placement legisla­ 
tion shows encouraging signs. 
“The tendency,” Miss Lenroot In­ 
forms, “is toward the requirement 
that adoption placements be made 
only by agencies, public or private, 
that are legally authorized 
by 
state welfare departments to place 
children in foster-family homes 
specifically for adoption.” 
Thus, 
Tennessee, 
last 
April 
passed a new adoption act stipu­ 
lating that the state welfare de­ 
partment was to supervise and in­ 
vestigate placements which had 
not been carried out by social 
service agencies. Similarly, Wis­ 
consin has recently tightened up 
its child-placement statutes.

THE discov ery of penicillin Just 
a few years ago marked the b egin­ 
ning of a new era in medicine. Many 
infections which had prev iously left 
the b est of doctors helpless are to­ 
day quickly and. often, easily con­ 
trolled b y one of these wonder drugs 
Nowhere is the difference pen­ 
icillin has made more marked than 
in a disorder known as sub acute b ac­ 
terial endocarditis, in which the 
v alv es of the heart are attacked b v 
Streptococcus germs. Formerly, this 
disease was 9 9 per cent fatal. Nowa­ 
days, thanks to penicillin, as shown 
>y Dr. Leo Loewe, of New York City. 
a large percentage of these patients 
recov er. Early symptoms include 
tiredness, weakness, fev er, chilling 
sensations and sweating, most fre­ 
quently^ night, roughing and pain 
in the joints and muscles are fre­ 
quent complaints. Later in 
the 
course of this illness, small hits of 
material b reak off from the affected 
heart v alv es and are carried to v ari­ 
ous parts of the b ody, thus causing 
such symptoms as sore fingers and 
toes, and hemorrhage into the b ack 
part of the eyeb all. 
Culture of Blood 
If such symptoms occur, it is im- 


used in the treatment, and whether 
or not it may he necessary to em­ 
ploy 
sulfonamide drugs with the 
penicillin. 
The treatment with 
penicillin 
must b e thorough and enough of 
the penicillin administered. A mini­ 
mum of 100,000 units ev ery three 
hours is giv en b y injection Into a 
muscle. At least 600.000 units, and 
often much more, should b e giv en 
each 24 hours. In this disease, it 
would appear that the b est method 
of administration is b y injection 
into a muscle. 


Persons who hav e damaged heart 
v alv es should make sure that any 
infections in the teeth, tonsils, si- 
nuses or elsewhere in the b ody are 
promptly taken 
care of, and such 
patients should he treated with the 
penicillin or sulfonamide prepara­ 
tions b efore, during and after these 
infections are treated b y surgery. 
By so doing, sub acute b acterial en- 
docarditis may often b e av oided.

There is this to be said for Dean Ache- 
son—and it needs to be said by a critic of 
some phases of our foreign policy—that he 
inherited a task difficult almost beyond hu­ 
man compass. 
The difficulties arise from three causes: 
1. The departure, since 1930, from a guid­ 
ing tradition which directed prior secretar­ 
ies of state. These guiding traditions in­ 
cluded such policies as the Monroe Doc­ 
trine, the open door policy, freedom of the 
seas, non-entangling alliances, etc. This is 
not the article to discuss the purpose, the 
character of these departures but only the 
fact that even prior to World War II o u r 
foreign policy had taken a sharp turn. 
Older men in the foreign service, or, like 
myself, out of it but having to deal with it 
d V hod been trained to recognize cer­ 
tain keystones of policy which the Roose- 
.umstration discarded altogether, 
mv own specialty is China. 
To the study of that country, I have n o w 
u t volcu 32 years of my life, 13 of them ac­ 
tually in that country. I think I have read 
every treaty and agreemen* that the Chi­ 
nese government has ever signed, publish­ 
ed or unpublished. I have recently review­ 
ed the list of those in the government who 
are now dealing with Far Eastern affairs 
and I find not one distinguished name 
in 
the field. 
2. The war produced changes in the re­ 
lationship of nations which make a contin­ 
uous policy difficult, if not impossible. This 
is aggravated by the fact that it is altogeth­ 
er impossible for anyone at this moment to 
appraise these changes and to fit them into 
a continuing policy. 
For instance, Great Britain has been 
changed from the largest and 
strongest 
empire, the custodian of sound currency, 
the principal operator of world trade, to a 
dependent upon the United States for finan­ 
cial aid and military protection. 
In the older dispensation, our policy was 
so closely influenced by the existence of 
the British empire that the alterations pro­ 
duced by the lessening of British economic 
and political power are. to borrow a medi­ 
cal metaphor, a psychosomatic shock to 
us. 
The simplest solution, from an American 
standpoint, would be the restor a t i o n at 
least of British economic power, and it is 
precisely that view which the State Depart­ 
ment pursues. But the question must arise, 
after four years of so-called routes, the 
elimination of the pound as the basis of in­ 
ternational exchange, the experi rn e n t s 
with state socialism, and the insistent sep­ 
aratism of the dominions throw doubt upon 
Britain’s ability to restore herself. 
If the United States has to pursue a Eur­ 
opean policy without regard to Great Brit­ 
ain, it will have to revise all policies. 
3. For the whole of American history, up 
to 1939, Russia was a remote factor in our 
affairs. During the Civil War and in t h e 
purchase of Alaska, we came close to Rus- 
sia. John Hay’s “open door policy” 
was 
aimed at Russia. Theodore Roosevelt in­ 
tervened in the Russo-Japanese War and 
protected Japan at Portsmouth. From 1917 
j to 1933, we had no formal relations with 
Soviet Russia.

Top Hungarian

9 — The 
Communist Hungarian supreme 
court upheld today the life sen­ 
tence levied against Josef Cardi­ 
nal Mindsenty for alleged espio­ 
nage. treason and black market 
activities.

against the cardinal, 
who was

However, the tribunal did re­

houses built at present costs.

THE BUILDING industry has j 
priced itself oyt 
of 
the 
m ass 
market. Of course, most ot the 
lower income families find 
old j 
houses in good condition at rents I 
they can pay, but a considerable 
number in the lowest range can 
afford to pay only 
s u c h 
low 
rents that the landlords 
can’t 
pay taxes and expenses and still 
keep the property in decent re- J 
pair. T hat’s what m akes slums. 
This sam e slum creation has 
bern going on 
under private 
enterprise for the last hundred 
years. It is just one of those 
defects which justifies 
some 
government remedy. 
This bill gives help to cities to 
tear down the old slums. It p ro I 
vides a subsidy for those unable 
to pay an adequate rent on th* 
basis of w’hich subsidy local com­ 
munities can borrow the money 
to build public housing so 
that 
new slums will not take the place 
of the old slums destroyed.

I HAVE ALWAYS been for a 
public housing program siree be­ 
fore I was elected to the Senate, j 
This is not a new program , but < 
merely continues that wnich was 
inaugurated in 1937. It snuuld not 
be confused with the vas'. gov­ 
ernment war housing program . 
It is not socialism any more than 
giving free medical care to poor ; 
people through public general 
hospitals is socialism. 
England 
and 
t h e 
United 
States'have always recognized 
the interest of the state in pro­ 
viding 
a decent 
mini m u m 
standard 
of 
living 
in food, 
clothing, 
medical 
care 
and 
education for those unfortu­ 
nate enough not to be able to 
pay for it in full them selves. 
Housing is only an extension of 


the sam e principle to decent 
shelter which certainly is abso­ 
lutely necessary if the children 
in a family are to have anything 
like equality of opportunity. 
The bill is entirely 
different, 
for instance, from the so called 
national health insurance which 
proposes to socialize and nation­ 
alize all medical care and 
the 
medical profession. That b i ll 
taxes the people $6 billion a year 
and promises free medical care 
to all, including those who can 
afford to pay for it. This housing 
bill is not a 
federal 
program, 
but one of aid to the States and 
cities to be used by them only ii 
they desire it. 
It does not scatter govern­ 
ment service to the 
entire 
population at huge cost, but 
only to those who cannot, by 
any other means, 
obtain de­ 
cent housing. 
Altogether, government hous­ 
ing may cost the federal govern­ 
ment 250 million dollars a year 
for the duration of the program , 
which will be about forty years. 
That seem s a small item for 
such an important tining as hous­ 
ing in a federal budget of $42 
billion. The Armed Forces alone 
are spending about $15 billion a 
year, or fifty times the 
annual 
cost of this program. 
If the localities take full 
ad­ 
vantage of the 
program, 
they 
will borrow and spend $1 billion 
a year in public 
housing 
con­ 
struction 
during 
the 
next six 
years. Private industry is spend­ 
ing about $7 billion a year, 
so 
that it will still provide by far 
the greater portion 
of 
all the 
homes. It is no reflection on pri­ 
vate 
industry 
to 
say 
that it 
never has and 
probably never 
will m eet the serious low income 
problem in the housing field.
